They referred the Health 
Commissioner's communication to the Gov- 
ernment officials and an explanation was 
forwarded ta Dr. Starkloff by Quarter- 
master Wheeler, in which it was stated that 
every precaution was taken in the shipment 
of these bodies, that ihe casket was in- 
closed in a zinc-lined box and that the open- 
ing of this box was borbidden.

three months in the Philippines. 

The appalling list is absolutely correct as 

far as it goes, but even this large number 
is not a complete roster, because many sus- 
picious deaths which were undoubtedly sui- 
cides have been put down as accidental, all 
drownings being classified under this head. 
On the list of ‘‘missing’”’ men, if the real 
facts could be known, would unquestion- 
ably be found not a few cases where the 
hapless soldiers, driven insane from the 
heat and sufferings, have wandered away 
from camp and put an end to their exist- 
ence. , : 
The percentage of suicides in the Pnhil- 
ippines is the largest in the history of mod- 
ern armies. and even rates higher than 
where, with besieged troops sometimes 
without food and water, the suffering so!- 
diers have sought an end to their troubles 
in dgith. 

With the volunteer regiments now in the 
Philippines the percentage of suicides is in- 
creasing, as the volunteer és not fitted by 
training to stand the hardships of a cam- 
paign as well as the regular soldier, and 
breaks down more readily under the strain, 

The numerous attempts at suicide, if add- 
ed to the liet of those who have succeeded, 
and the suicides recorded as accidental or 
“missing,’’ would swell the sorrowful list 
close to the hundred mark, and in the ab- 
sence of official reports on the subjeci, 

how in no uncertain way the prevalence of 

sanity among the troops under Gen. Otis. 

The suicide of the soldier is essentially 
the result of one immediate condition sur- 
rounding him, and someone is responsibie 
for this roll of national disgrace. <Accord- 
ing to War Department officials no soldiers 
were ever better treated, better fed and 
clothed than Gen. Otis’ army in the Philip- 
pines. This leaves but one cause to be as- 
Bigned. The deadly climate and the trying 
hardships of a bushwhacking campaign, 
and the white man’s burden in the Philip- 
pines is too great for these strong, healthy 


. Men to bear. 


The usual cauee of death is melancholia, 
brought on by much suffering and brooding

Her coffee 
was little known and not in use by our 
people, and, therefore, there was no de- 
mand here for this, one of her chief prod- 
ucts. The markets of the United States 
should be opened up to her products. Our 
plain duty is to abolish all customs tariffs 
between the United States and Porto Rico, 
and give her products free access to our 
markets.—President McKinley's Message to

Embrace Our New Possessions?

vision of Insular Affairs, on the legal 


status of the territory and inhabitants of 
the former Spanish is!ands acquired by the 
United States is being very generally used 
by Senators in the preparation of speeches 
on the Porto Rican tariff bill. 

“So ong as the political development of 
this Government,” Mr. Magoon sald, 
“elects to treat said islands as being out- 
side of the territorial boundaries of the 
United States the question of excluding 
objectionable persons or races is of easy 
solution. The products of the territory 
have no greater rights of entry into the 
United States than have the imhabitants. 

“The laws of the United States regulating 

commerce with that territory have not 
been altered. Congress has not changed 
them and certainly the executive acting 
alone can not do so, and has not made the 
attempt to perform such unauthorized func- 
tion. The laws regulating navigation and 
coast trading in the United States have 
not been extended over said territory and 
can not be without appropriate action by 
Congress.’’ 
_ Mr. ‘Magoon states that the inhabitants 
of the islands not be'ng citizens of the 
Umited States do not possess the right of 
free entry into the United States. The 
rights of immigration into the United 
States by the inhabitants of the Islands 
are no more than those of aliens of the 
same race coming from foreign: lands. The 
Chinese residents wi?] be exchided under 
the provisions of the Chinese exclusion 
act. 

“The treaty with Spain,” the opinion con- 
tinues, ‘“‘did not attempt to naturalize the 
inhabitants of the {islands acquired bv the 
United States. On the contrary, it provided 
that the civil rights and political status of 
the inhabitants shall be determined by 
Congress. It follows that they can become 
citizens only by a specific act of Congrese.”’ 

Mr. Magoon says the power to extend or 
contract the territorial boundaries of the 
United States is vested in the two Houses 
of Congress acting with the approval of 
the Executive, and is not to he exercised 
by the President either as Chief Executive 
or as commander-in-chief of the military 
forces. 

Mr. Magoon holds “that there can be no 
question that the territory without the 
boun@aries of the United States is not 
bound and privileged by our Constitution.” 

Mr. Magoon believes Congress and the 
Executive must determine whether the 
boundaries of the United States shall he 
extended to include any or all of the isl- 
ands of Porto Rico, the Philippines and 
Guam. Mr. Magoon denies that the inhab- 
itants of the islands are citizens, though 
he says they are entitled to call upon this 
government to protect them in their rights 
of property and person, to preserve the 
public peace, maintain law and order and 
prevent encroachments upon the territory 
by foreign nations. Corelatively the inhab- 
itants owe allegiance to the sovereignty 
and obedience to the laws whereby the sov- 
ereignty undertakes to discharge the obll- 
gation. The sovereignty and jurisdiction 
of the United States having attached to 
the islands persons continuing therein are 
subject to the laws put in foree therein by 
the United States without regard to their 
citizenship with such exceptions as are in 
force in other territory subject to the juris- 
diction of the United States. 

“Tt seems incontrovertible.’ continues Mr. 
Magoon, ‘‘that the unorganized territory of 
the United States is not bound and benefit- 
ed by the Constitution and laws of the 
United States until Congress has made ap- 
propriate provisions’ therefor.

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ADULTERATION OF FOOD. 


The Senate Committee on Manufacturing submitted a re- 
port on Wednesday on the adulteration of prepared or man- 
ufactured foods. 

The committee finds after a protracted and exhaustive 
examination that the practice of adulteration is almost uni- 
versal, but that manufacturers feel themselves forced to it 
by competition. One of them testified that ‘“‘we would be 
glad to get out of the business of adulterating. We would 
| like to quit putting this stuff in coffee, and would be willing 
to brand our syrups for what they are, but our competi- 
tors get a trade advantage which we cannot surrender.” 

This is a remarkable confession. It is an admission that 
the morals of trade are defined by the least scrupulous 
trader, that the ethical plane of business upon which all 
business men must stand is fixed by the rascal who gets a 
“trade advantage”’ through practices condemned by all 
honest men. 

If success depends upon the deception of the public, peo- 
ple will welcome the man who is brave enough to fail. Mean- 
time, the recommendation of the committee that the general 
Government uncertake the regulation of such businesses de- 
serves thoughitfual consideration. If rascals are able to com- 
pel good men to play confidence games, surely the Govern- 
ment may break up the game. 
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The report of the Provident Association shows that poverty 
has not decreased in the city, however much wealth may have 
increased. The association needs all the aid that can reach It. 
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A PERMANENT CONSULAR SERVICE.

The Serious Side of Rosalind’s 
Nature.

| N all my study of Shakspeare’s plays I 


have always found that there is an ac- 
curate description of the leading char- 
acters in- the text of the play. 

I have avoided traditions, unless my own 
conception of a role should reveal a tra- 
dition. 

I have had very little opportunity to see 
a performance of “As You Like It’ from 
the front, so in these articles I have only 
set down the result of a labor with the play, 
that is quite apart from the critic’s labor. 

I am on the siage to act, and have little 
time to criticise. 

The first real thing to do, if you are 
studying Rosalind, is to thoroughly under- 
Stand her position in the story. 

Rosalind is not merely a siage part wiit- 
ten ta display comedy acting—she is a 
heroine, with a toucn of sadness in her na- 
ture. Her sorrow is in the fact that her 
father is banished by Duke Frederick. 

On this account she has acquired a Dbit- 
terness, a contempt for the court in which 
she lives. 

She is already a woman who has suffered. 
whose pride has been wounded, and her 
wits, well schooled at court, are tne 
weapons of her resentment. 

Rosalind is very tender, the tenderness 
that is part of gentie birih and gcod breed- 
ing, and she is authoritative, according to 
the dignity of her station at court. 
Rosalind is a princess; her father is the 
rightful heir to Frederick's dukedom. 

tarticularly is it necessary io bear in 
mind this fact, for it lends dignity and 
grace to tne entire perfqrmance. 

Rosalind’s first scene in the piay is per- 
haps the most difficult. Later on, the cos- 
tume, the comedy, the situation lift her in- 
to prominence; but in this opening scene 
With Cella the key of her whoie nature is 
revealed and a dramatic note is touched, 
that should be retained’ through the entire 
performance. 

She enters with Celia in a court gown of

The sympathy between these two char- 
acters is exquisitely poetic. Celia is intro- 
spective, Rosalind is objective. 

One would be incomplete without the 
other. 

Shakspeare is so great a poet that char- 
acterization is not not enough to justly in- 
terpret his meaning. 

The lines of Rosalind must be worked 
upon for perfect fluency of speech; a cer- 
tai nweight. must be given to their rythm. 
Even the prose passages must he phrased 
to elucidate their poetic sentiment and 
metaphor. 

Pronunciation must be very clear, but 
avoid recitation. 

I have never given a recitation in my 
life, because i consider it to difficult for 
complete artistic justice, therefore I would 
wern any student of Shakespeare to guard 
against the monotones ot recited lines, 

Having realized the value of these pre- 
imimary prevarations and having fully 
understood the disposition and the position 
of Rosalind in her own world, learn the 
part.

BONDSMEN AND’ GRAFTERS. 


Capt. Kiely’s Semi-Annual Report Em- 
phasizes a Remarkable State 
of Affairs. 


The inability of the police to obtain con- 
victions is made the gist of the semi-annual 
report of the work of the Fourth District 
Police, which has ujst been forwarded to 
headquarters by Capt. Kiely. Cases of mis- 
demeanor in the Fourth District are sent for 
trial to the Sec ond District Police Court, 
which is presided over by Judge Wislize- 
nus. They are prosecuted by Assistant City 
Attorney H. L. Dyer. 

The Fourth District was formerly ‘the 
Bloody Third’’ D'strict. Capt. Kiely and 
his subordinates have continued the work 
reform began by Capt. Peter Joyce be- 
fore Capt. Joyce was transferred to the 
Seventh District, and aryestsa in the Fourth 
District are plentiful, But, similar to the 
com piaini 7 ie of the’ First District Po- 
hice Court, all the hard work of the police 
amounts to nau ght.

taken to court the offenders are efther 
iischarged or tined a small amount, which 
fire is afierward stayed.

HENNESSEY 1S DEAD 


NOTED ARCHBISHOP OF IOWA 
SUCCUMBS TO PARALYSIS. 


“APOSTLE PAROCHIAL SCHOOL” 


For Years He Was a Citizen of St. 
Louis, Attached to the Cathedral 
and Carondelet Seminary. 


DUBUQUE, Io., March 5.—The funeral of 
Archbishop Henneseey, who yesterday suc- 
cumbed to paralysis, will be held Thursday 
end his body will be buried under the ca- 
thedral altar alongside the bodies of) Bish- 
ops Louis and Smythe. Mgr. Ryan will for 
the present administer the affairs of the 
diocase. 

In March, 1899, the Archbishop was strick- 
en by paralyeis. He gradually recovered, 
however, and was soon in apparent good 
health; so much so that he made a trip 
to Kurope, revisiting the scenes of Nis early 
life in Ireland, but shortly after his return 
he announced that he would no longer cele- 
brate high mass in the cathedral, ag the 
task was too heavy for him 

On account of his wonderful activity in 
educational affairs the Archbishop had been 
named apostle of American parochial 
schools. 

Those present at his deathbed were Arch- 
Ryan of Philadei:phia; Mgr. Ryan, 
vicar-general % the church; Fathers Too- 
mey, Conroy nd Dolan, the cathedral 
priests; his relatives, Including hig brother, 
sister and two nieces. and Dr. Slattery, the 
attending physician. 

Archbishop Hennessey was born Aug, 20. 
ls, near the town of Bruff, County of 
Lime rick, Ireland. He received his semi- 
nary education at home and finished in the 
schools of his native county. He left his 
native country in 1847, When 2 years of age, 
going direct to the seminary at Caronde- 
let, near St. Louis, Mo., which was under 
the jurisdiction of Archbishop Kenrick. 
Here he pursued his theologicak studies tin- 
~ iSoU, when he was admitted to the priest- 
100d, 

‘the first mission to which he was as- 
Signed Was that of New ‘Madrid, Mo. Then 
he became pastor of St. Peter's Church at 
Gravis, Mo.; and in 184 was installed in 
the Carondelet Seminary as Vice-President, 
professor of dogmatic theology and ecclesi- 
a@stical history, 

In 1&7 he became President of the Semi- 
nary, which position he retained until 15858, 
when he went to Rome at the request of 
Archbishop Kenrick as the representative 
of the latter. He remained in Rome one 
year, returning to St. Louis in l& as one 
of the priests of the Cathedral. 

In September, 1860, he was assigned to the 
pastofate of St. Joseph's Church at Bt. 
Joseph, Mo. Here he remained six years, 
attracting widespread attention for his elo- 
quence and zea 

When the see of Dubuque became vacant 
by the death of Bishop Smyth in 186, Fa- 
ther Hennessey was chosen to succeed him, 
and was solemnly consecrated as Bishop on 
a 3, 1866, by Archbishop Kenrick. 

he silver jubilee of the Bishop occurred 
Sept, W, 189i, and was one of the most im- 
pressive and memorable events that ever) 
took place in this city. Three hundred 
priests, nine bishops and 4 archbishops par- 
ticipated. 

On September 17, 1893, Bishop Hennessey 
was placed In charge of a diocese includ- 
ing lowa, Nebraska and Wyoming.

Reason for the Attempted Suicide Not 
Apparent—Physicians Say He

noon, was ‘ajive at noon ‘Monday, but his 
physicians do not believe the can recover 
from the effect of the pistol wound in his 
right temple. He is unconscious and no 
statement regarding his attempted self-de- 
struciion or the causes which led to it can 
be got from him. 

Some of the young man’s friends hinted 
that trouble of a domestic nature had so 
worked upon his mind that he had become 
temporarily insane, but the Schmidt family 
deny emphatically that he had had any 
kind of a disagreement: at home, and as- 
sert that he was not in any other trouble, 


so far as they know. 


Young Schrmnidt—he is not quite ® years 
old—left the residence of his mother after 
dinner Sunday afternoon about 1:30 o'clock 
He went direct!y to call upon his friend, 
Stewart Leech, and during ordinary con- 
versation he managed to borrow Leech’s 
pistol without arousing suspicion. From 


‘Leech’s house Schmidt went to the home 


of Louis Artmann, superintendent of: the 
Schweppe store, where Schmidt had also 
been employed for some time. During Nis 
visit to Mr. Artmann the boy said nothing 
to ‘betray a disturbed mindi or to indicate 
that he contemplated a tragic ending of hig 
own existence. When he told the Artmanns 
good by, about 6 o’clock, he said he was 
going to take a walk along the biuffs near 
Alton. 

Instead Schm'‘dt went straight to the 
Schweppe store and admitted himself with 
his employer’s key. He went to the third 
floor, and placing his overcoat, coat and 


hat on a chair fired one shot Into ‘his right 
temple. 


The boy was found about 10 o’clock 
by the night watchman, who had gone to

STUART ROBSON’S OOMPANY HAD 
TO CONNECT. 


When the Engineer Refused to Wait 
for the Properties, He Was 
Overawed and Yielded Un- 
der Forceful Protest. 


But for the quick wit and daring of a 
property man in the Stuart Robson com- 
pany, “Oliver Goldsmith’’ wouid not have 
been produced at the Century Theater in 
St. Louis Sunday nig‘ht. 

Mr. Robson and his troupe of actor peo- 
ple played in Keokuk, Io., Saturday night. 
The Burlington train for St. Louis left 
there at 11:40 o’clock and in order to open 
here Sunday night the company must catch 
that train. The performance lasted until 
10:30 o’clock, and it was thought there was 
ample time to make the train. 

The transfer company in Keokuk only 
had one wagon that could be used Satur- 
day night, and the snow was so deep on 
the streets that it was with difficulty trips 
could be made. Three trips were neces- 
sary before all of the property could be 
placed on the depot platform. Before the 
last load arrived the train for St. Louis 


reached the depot. The train crew waited 
five minutes for the belated theatrical 
property. It did not arrive. The engineer 
would not hoed the manager’s prayers to 
walt a few minutes longer. He was expos- 
tulated with in vain. He woud not be 
brfbed to wait. He started for his engine 
with determined tread and entered the cab. 

As the engineer started for his engine 
the property man with an idea started for 
the property -box. The lock was opened 
in double-quick time, the lid ralis and 
a big property gun with a wooden barrel 
was lying on top. Seizing this gun the 
property man ran for the engine. Just as 
the engineer was putting his hand on the 
throttie the property man threw the gun 
into the cab window. 

“Open that throtie’ and I will blow he 
whoie top of your head off,”’ id the prop- 
erty man in a tragic voice. ‘““We've got to 
get into St. Lou's to-morrow and we are 
going on this train. Go throw up your 
hands or down comes your meathousé.”’ 

The engineer surrendered and for ten 
minutes he was ea prisoner.

COL. HOGELAND ON CURFEW. 


An Address Delivered in the Iiindell 
Avenue M. E. Church. 

Col. Hogeland gave his lecture, ‘Mother, 
Child and Curfew,” before’ a good-sized 
congregation at the Lindell Avenue M. E. 
Church Sunday night. 

In his address he included that two-thirds 
of the population of the United States 


reside in the country, one-third inhabit the 
cities, towns and villages ‘and per cent 
of the crimes came from the cities, towns 
and villages—as a matter of course from 
ope-third of the population. He further 
stated that tpen-teearthes of the inhabitans 
of the etties were law-abiding and took 
care of their children, that the other one- 
quarter of the inhabitants of the ctly made 
up the lawbreaking and hoodlum element 
and graduated the thieves and robbers and 
other convicts for the penitentiaries. 

He stated that all of our legal machinery 
and police regulations were for tne purpose 
of watching the one-quarter of the popula- 
tion in the cities only, and that the only 
effective means of reducing crimes in the 
cities and «mong the ofMefourth of the pop- 
ulation, or hoodlum elememt, was through 
the sounding of the curfew signals. These 
were always promptly obey by three- 
fourths of the families ond only antago- 
nized by one-fourth of the population com- 
pris*mg the hoodlum element. He said 
there were numerous certificates showing a 
decrease of 8% per — in arrests of boys 
an ris in the cities.

merchants and 8 per cent of the very best 
element of society wanted the curfew sig- 
rales, tecause they lessened, not only crime, 

it lessened taxes.

A LIVING PICTURE OF THE POET 
AND HIS FRIENDS. 


BRIGHT, SCHOLARLY, LITERARY 


Really the Most Pretentious Thing 
Augustus Thomas Has Written— 
“Sorrows of Satan’ and Other 
Attractions This Week. 


After seeing Stuart Robson in Augustus 
Thomas’ new play, “O.iver Goldsmith,” the 
question .which first presents itself is: 
Which has performed the most remark- 
able feat, the man who wrote the play 60 
that it could be produced, or the man who 
presented it in a manner to make it an 
ermteriaining performance? 

That both feats are remarkatMe must be 
admitted by any one who witnessed the 
production at the Century last evening. 

The remarkawie feature of tie achieve- 
ment on the part of the playwright con- 
sists in making a play of any merit what- 
ever out of such scanty incident, for there 
is no part.cular event in the itife of Go.d- 
smith which stands pre-eminently forth 
and around which a drama can be written, 
nor has the author attempted to contrive 
one. In the accepted mcan.ng of the word 
there 18 notning dramatic avout the p.ay, 
Wish depenus Lul ils SUCCESS Claivsy 
upon the atmosphere—and a rather musty 
one at taat—which the nistory of literature 
has tnrown aoout the characters. True, 
Mr. Thomas has woven into the piece a 
pretty iitt.e untimsned love story avout 
whicn the events center, but this of itsei! 
wouid not prove even entertaining. The 
play is scholarly and from a literary stand- 
point is much more pretentious than any- 
thing that Mr. T’nomas has hitherto writ- 
ten. 

Dealing with the sayings and doings of 
such famous literary and schoiarly charac- 
ters as Goidsmith, Dr. Joanson, Bamund 
Burke; and David Garrick it couldn’t very 
well be otherwise. 

The remarkable feature of the achieve- 
ment On the part of Mr. Robson and the 
players of his company is thut, with a play 
containing so few dramatic situations and 
incidents, they have been able to produce 
an entertainment which would hold an 
audjence, thoroughly interested, for two 
hours and a half. 

Certain it is that the audience !s not heid 
through any interest in the story which Is 
being worked out, for there is none, Each 
af the three acts is almost distinct from 
the others. Each of them might almost b 
givn as a sketch by itself. The interest is 
sustained solely by «the cleverness of the 
impersonations of the acturs, the brightness 
of the lines and the epigrams they con- 
tain. Listen to a few of them. 

“A second marriage is a triumph of hope 
over experience.”’ 

“It’s Irish, anyway, and there’s a black- 
thorn club over on the corner and that’s 
Irish, too.’’ 

‘*The thought that she cares for me makes 
rainbows in my eyes when I wink ’em.” 

*‘We are as far apart as a couple who have 
been married 40 vears.”’ 

“One writes to the stars sometimes, 
though the message can never reach them.”’ 

Such lines as these and the fact that they 
are apoken by characters with whom Eng- 
lish-speaking people are as familiar as with 
thelr own home folks constitute the charm 
af the play as presented. In appearance the 
tmpersonations are such as most of us 
have imagined them; in speech largely so— 
with the exception of Mr. Robson himself. 
It has been said that in “Oliver Goldsmith” 
he has at last found a play that fits him. 
The audience went home wondering if Mr. 
Robson fitted the play. Was Goldsmith real- 
ly the hesitating Robsan-voiced individual 
who introduced himself to 8t. Louls last 
night? 

We know Dr. Johnson, and we met him 
in the flesh in H. A. Weaver's character- 
ization, We have a clear conception of 
David Garrick, and we but renewed our 
acquaintance with him in Henry E. Dixie’s 
impersonation. The Edmund Burke of 
‘Walter Hale struck a familiar chord, but 
Mr. Robson's Goldsmith, which may or 
may not be the true one, is not the Gold- 
smith that many of us have learned to 
love. However, Mr. Robson has made a 
study of him for years, and the public !s 
willing to a very large extent to defer to 
his opinion. 

One of the cleverest bits of acting among 
the numerous clever thin done was the 
love scene made to order by Mr. Dixie. It 
came during the rehearsal in the second 
act and captured the audience, 

It would be unjust in passing not to say 
a word about the acting of Miss Rockwell, 
who played the part of Mary Hormeck. The 
dramatist has given her &o little to do that 
she is certainly entitled to much credit 
for the interest she creates In a part which 
at best is only secondary. 

“Oliver Goldsmith” will be at the Cen- 
tury all the week, and a better acquaint- 
ance with him by St. Louisans generally 
is certain. The audience last evening was 
one of the largest of the season. 


By ‘all odds the strongest attraction of 
the current geason thus far presented at 
Havlin’s is that of the present week, the 
melodramatic allegory, ‘“Mhe Sorrows of 
Satan,’’ from the cynical and mystical nov- 
el of the same name by Corelli. Ajijl that 
is weird and uncanny of the unusual] lit- 
erary effort is preserved In its dramatized 
form and much is added in the way of im- 
pressiveness by the music and scenic ad- 
juncts with whfch the play is invested. 
Messrs. Brady and Alston, under whose 
management “The Sorrows of Satan” js 
presented, have gathered together a com- 
pany of unusual strength, its personne] In- 
cluding the names of a number of people 
well known. in the dramatic world. The 
opportunizies for intense expression are 
many, but what might, In less skillful 
hands. prove a lugubrious and harrowing 
performance is consistently leavened by the 
frequent flashes of comedy that the dra- 
matist has infused tnto his work. 

The part of Prince Luclo Rimanez, by 
Charles Kent, is carefully read and intei- 
ligently acted, and in all respects his work 
was consistent. Miss Emily Dodd, as Lady 
Sibyl Elton, develops strength as the play

is the strongest of the many which go to 
make up a problem play of merit. Much 
of the original] text t« used and the cyni- 
cism of the author is cleverly brought out 
in her lines in the firat act—“‘Never show 
up society—at least in books.” 

The storv itself is too well known to need 
reviewing in its dramatic form. The play 
is well staged.
